Questioned on the subject of the "Society of the Supporters of Peace" 
(Gam'iyyeh Ansar al-Salem),a former leading Egyptian Communist described 
it as en international body, its members being Frenchmen end Egyptians 

in Paris, and Egyptians in Cairo and Alexandria, He said that it had been 
founded by the French Socialist Party and hed been patronized by French 
women working for peace, According to him, it was launched in Cairo 
about 10 years ago by (Mne.) Fatimah Nafimat Rashid, President of the 
Feminist Party (Hizb al-MNisa'i al-Misri) » with the support of Zainab 
aleHakim, Dro Mahmud Azmi, Dr. Muhammad Mandur, and Zuhair Sabri, 

Mme. Rashid, according to him, was now trying to resuscitate the Seciety 
under the inspiration of Muhanmad Kamal Bindari Pasha, lately Egyptian 
Ambassador in Moscow, who appeared to be closely connected with it, the 
inmediate impetus being derived from the Stockholm Appeal, In conclusion, 
the former Communist remarked that Mme.
